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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding to applicant's argument with respect 
to USC 112 first paragraph that page 14, lines 1-6 of the specification teaches for a "processor readable medium". In response, the 
examiner would like to point out, in the Remarks, that the cited portion only teaches of the detector can be implemented via software or 
part of a firmware and NOT as a processor readable medium. The cited portion describe in the specification does not enable one skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the processor readable medium via software or 
firmware without undue experimentation. Thus, the claims fail to specify what the "processor readable medium" is positively disclosed as. 
Regarding to applicant's argument that the "processor readable medium" in inherent in the teaching of the cited portion. In response, the 
examiner traverse such assertion. To establish inherency, the extrinsic evidence must make clear that the missing descriptive matter is 
necessarily present in the things, and that it would be so recognized by persons of ordinary skill. Inherency, however, may not be 
established by probabilities or possibilities. The mere fact that a certain thing may result from a given circumstances is not sufficient. In 
re Robertson, 169 F.3d 743, 745, 49 USPQ2d 1949, 1950-51 (Fed. Cir 1999). In this instant, it is not inherent that the software or 
firmware necessarily present via "processor readable medium", rather it is probable or possible of so. Thus, such inherency is not 
presented. 
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
